way back, he insisted on discussing 
Republican 
strategy 
very loudly 
with 
pro tem Senate 
President 
Style* Bridges of New Hampshire 
who happened to he sitting in the 
middle of a group of Democrats, 
including Harley Kilgore of West 
Virginia, Jim Eastland of Missis- 
Sippi and John Stennis of Missis­ 
sippi 
Bridges did his best to shush up 
Welker who went right on discuss 
ing secret LOP strategy in front 
of the Democrats 
He also gave 
away McCarthy’s plan to delay the 
censure vote while his friends tried 
to stir up national sentiment for 
him. 
In fact. Welker befame so loose­ 
lipped that another of Joe’s cron­ 
ies, Sen. Bill Jenner of Indiana, 
broke in with the warning:

In any case, it’s well known that
